This raises the question, 
How much ha& been expended in 
Gettysburg, in proportion, where the 
tourist dollar is very predominant?’* 
A verage Expenditure 
• According to the records of the 
Chamber of Commerce, less than 
$1,000 is spent annually to promote 
this community. For such a small 
sum what do we get in return? 
"The average tourist party of five 
persons, if it remain* in Gettysburg 
overnight, will spend from $15 to 
$20 for lodging, and an additional 
$15 to $20 for meals. Fuel and oil 
for automobiles averages $3.50; a 
guide's fee, $4 or $5. In visiting 
museums, local stores and gift shops, 
or In entertainment, another $15 
will be spent. This makes an actual 
cash outlay of between $40 and $50. 
If they do not stay in Gettysburg, 
only the lodging and one meal 
would be eliminated. They would 
still spend for the other items Thus 
the average party of tourists spends 
between $40 and $50 if they stay in 
Gettysburg overnight, and $25 to $30 
if they stay elsewhere. This averages 
from $5 to $10 per person. If we can 
make it possible to attract 1,000,000 
persons here annually, the town 
would profit to the extent of be­ 
tween six and eight million dollars. 
How Dollar Is Divided 
"This can only be made possible 
through your support and coopera­ 
tion in the work of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
"Tile question 
is often 
asked: 
‘What did the Chamber of Com­ 
merce do for me?’ A number of 
persons answered their own question 
by claiming that it did nothing;

Hasn t C hanged Breeds 
A decision to grow a few turkeys 
for family use, made a number of 
years ago. led to rapid development 
of the Heckenluber farm as a pro­ 
ducer of turkey 
to 10.000 turke; 
and sold directly to dressing plant* j 
at Jonestown. Heckenluber began 
selling turkeys for dressing to the 
Jonestown plant about eight years 
ago. Now he sends 1,000 to 2.000 live 
turkeys per load to the plant. 
Heckenluber sticks by his original 
choice In both chicken and turkeys, j 
Leghorns made up his first chicken 
flock—and Leghorns are the mem- 
1 tiers of the flock today. Bronze tur­ 
keys were the first he raised and 
bronze turkeys are still his specialty. 
- 
For tile first live years he ob­ 
tained chicks from other hatcheries. 
Then in 1930 he decided to hatch his 
own chicks. He put in facilities for 
hatching about 2.500 The incuba­ 
tors 
were 
hand 
operated, 
hand 
heated, and "an awful lot of work." 
the upper county farmer says. 
Hatches 100.000 Chirks Yearly 
Today the incubators that hatch 
100.000 chicks per year are entirely 
automatic. 
He 
keeps

needed for his own flock and sells the 
rest to farmers within a 75-mile 
radius. 
'I n turkeys, the 1,500 breeders on 
his farm produce about 35,000 poults 
lier year, of which Heckenluber re­ 
tains enough to make up his own 
flock und sells the rest. Each year 
he has a new flock of turkeys, sell­ 
ing off breeders as well as the re­ 
mainder of the flock during the year. 
The process of hatching his own 
eggs has helped Heckenluber to have 
a state supervised flock for the last 
ten years. 
Adding Broiler* Now 
And having so large an operation 
leads to purchase and use of a tre­ 
mendous amount of feed 
For a 
number of years he was the local 
representative of the Eastern Stales 
Farmers Exchange and purchased 
his feed from it. But when his flock 
grew so large, he decided in 1937 to 
begin mixing his own rations for 
the birds. Tile basic ingredients for 
the feeds are purchased through a 
local wholesale feed dealer, and 
mixed on the Heckenluber farm in 
his ow-n mill. It takes more than 
1.000 tons of feed per year. 
In addition to the hatching, lay­

Pennsylvania Unem ploym ent Com­ 
pensation law enacted bv Hic Legis­ 


lature and recently signed by G ov­ 
ernor Jo h n J5 Fine. An earlier pro­ 
vision had required th at after O - 
tooer I, 1951. certain types of pen­ 
sion received by a claim ant were to 
be deducted 
from his unem ploy­ 
m ent 
benefits.

m ent repeals this provision and on 
such deduct Iona have oeen made 
since Jan u ary 4. according to an 
announcem ent today by the state 
B ureau of Em ploym ent and U n­ 
em ploym ent Com pensation.
